State's Steady Growth 
In Population Seen 


Florida's population contin- 
ues its steady growth and has 
increased approximately a mil- 
lion since the 1950 census, re- | 
veals the Bureau of Vital Sta-| 
tistics of the Florida State 
Board of Health. 

Of this increase, approximate- 
ly one-fourth is due to natural 
increase, the excess of births | 
over deaths. The remainder is 
the result of migration into the | 
State. | 

Preliminary figures for 1955, 
just released in the Bureau's 
monthly report, show increases | 
in births, deaths, marriages and 
divorces. | 

“The continued growth of the | 
population of the State is the| 
principal factor responsible for | 
these increases,” says Dr. Wil-| 
|son T. Sowder, State Health 
| Officer. 

The natural increase in Flor- | 
ida's population for 1955 (the | 
excess of births over deaths) | 
was 56,104 persons. Births to | 
|residents of the State totaled 
89,192, while deaths totaled | 
33,088. 

Estimated death rates in both 
Florida and the United States 
[as a whole show increases in 
deaths from the principal 
chronic diseases, cancer and 
heart disease. However, the 
major infective disease, tuber- 
culosis and syphilis, continue 
to decline,

Farm Income Declines 
Operation Costs Rise 


Last year the farmer receiv- 
ed only 40 cents out of each dol- 
lar spent for food, as he was 
getting 53 cents out of each dol- 
lar in 1945, according to the 
Florida Farm Bureau. 

"Farmer's income has declin- 
ed about 34 percent since 1946, 
while farm "production costs 
have climbed about 20 percent 
during the same period", the 
Bureau further points out in a 
statement analyzing the farm 
»Jtuation, 

Continuing the statement 
said: "While farmers have been 
losing some of their share of 


the food dollar, housewives have 
been paying more for the food 
they serve. For example, if the 
farmer gave away his milk, a 
23 cent bottle would still cost 
the consumer 13 cents; or if he 
gave away his hogs a 50-cent 
cut of pork still cost the con- 
sumer 25 cents. 

“This unequal switch has re- 
sulted in farmers being the low- 
est paid group of workers in the 
country and has forced them to 
cut back on buying equipment
